When  the  bird  flew 
down  to  the  flowers  It  visited  the  brilliaht 
blue  blossoms  of  the  anchu.sa,  taking  one 
after  another  in  such  swift  succession  as 
to  suggest  that  there  was  little  to  be  had 
Inr  the  .seeking.  More  .satisfactory  wore 
Its  expluiation.s  ol  the  drooping  fuchsia 
flpwers.  Twice  il  gave  chase  to  another 
humming  bird,  and  there  was  a  flashing- 
of  wings  and  expanding  of  tails,  accom- 
iled  by  little  warbling  cries  that  sound- 
ed a.s  if  the  chase  were  in  pl^y  rather  than 
in  earnest. 

But  the  garden  t^ese  late  August  days 
has  been  manifestly  the  peculiar  preserve 
ol  the  in.scct  race    Hdiuc  time  auo  I  told 
my  readers  ol  u  remaikable  bpeclacic  on 
the  slope  of  Strata  Mountain  in  the  For- 
bidden Plateau  cr.untry    Dr  Bapty  and  I  ' 
had  climbed  the  lower  slope  with  its  cov- 
ering of  mountain  alder  and  had  come  out 
oi\  a  long  belt  of  flowering  plants  below 
the  upper  wall  of  rock.    Looking  along 
this  belt  the  flowers  seem  all  in  move- 
jnent.  for  scores  of  bttttertUes  and  other 
iueets  were  fluttering  above  the  Inviting 
'  blMSoms.    Thi»  on  a  smaller  scale  has 
J^een  visible  day  after  day  among  the 
•garden  Michafljnas   dnl.'-.irs.     Since  the 
buddlela  iru.s^is  Imve  luined  brown  liiese 
have  become  the  chief  attraction  for  tl^e 
more  active  Insects,  and  each  clump  of 
the  purplish  blue  fiqypfs  is  a  centre  of 
ceiueless  activity  throughout  the  simny 

hours  Most  conspicuous  of  the  visitors 
are  the  builerflies.  I  have  only  spen  two 
kinds  during  the  past  week,  and  these 
are  markedly  different  in  every  way.  One 
is  the  common  white  cabbage  butterfly 
with  Its  dusky  wing -tips  and  spots.  The- 
other  is  the  hespcrian  or  skipper,  a  small 
buttrrfly  of  black,  nr. uit^c  brown  and  yel- 
low tints,  not  inliequently  mistaken  for  a 
mdth  because  of  its  unorthodox  habits  and 
movements.  The  definition  of  the  family 
to  Which  it  belon|U$'is  so  delicious  that  I 
must  quoted*  dletfohary' verbatim:  The

lepldopterous  insects,  of  which  the  genus 
Hespcria  lA  the.  type;  the  skippers  or  hes- 
perians.^'    The  flrst  flve-qrllabled  word 
means  "club-horned "  and  refers  t4  the 
pcsiMfision  by  batterflles  of  clubbed  anten- 
nae^ feelers;  the  second  means  "scaly- 
winged"  and  refers  to  this  characteristic 
oi  both  moths-Mid  butterflies.   But  no^^ 
let  us  look  at  our  skippers  a  little  more 
ctosely,  a  thing  not  easy  to  do  because,  as 
theic  popular  name  '^skipper"  suggests, 
they  are  extremely  resEless  little  creatuM» 
and  with  a  motion  on  ^  wing  that  re- 
minds one  almost  Irresistibly  of  children 
playing,  skipping  for  very  joy  and  mfjils 
ness  of  heartj^  faet,  these  Uttle  butter- 
flies are  the  visible  embodiment  of  light- 
somenesy  and  tiuDyancy  of  spirits,  and  i 
wonder  our  poeis  havent  used  them  as 
•    images  of  the  happy  irre.spon.sibility .  of 
uifancy,  so  we^  described  by  Wordsworth: 
That  which  is  most  worthy  to  be  blest; 
Delight  and  liberty,  the  simple  creed  -

Skipper's  Wings 

THE  skipper's '  wings  are  perhaps  the 
last  part  of  the  Insect  to  attract  at- 
tention. J/«ieh  it  alights  upon  a  flower  it 

very  commonly,  though  not  Invariably, 
raises  its  fore-wings  more  or  less  verticaiiy 
while  it  extends  Its' hfnd-wings  horizon- 
tally In  the  siiiRle  species  so  plentiful  in 
the  garden  both  this  position  and  the 
simple  upright  folded  one  comijion  u» 
other  buitfiilies  are  to  be  found  at  any 
given  time  abput  equally  distributed.  The 
wings  on  the  upper  side  are  an  orange 
brown,  the  fore-wings  marked  by  a 
notched  black  outer  band  widening  along 
the  upper  edge  and  an  irregular  une  of 
the  same  color  runnbig  diagonally  from 
the  tip  towards  the  ba.se.  The  underside 
IS  a  yellowish  fawn  through  which  the 
dark  markings  appear'  faintly.  The  hind*- 
wings  are  widely  bordered  with  black  and 
are  also  yellowish  fawn  underneath.  In-  , 
dlvlduals  vary  bi  -depjth  of  color  and  Hk 
markings,  but  the  main  features  are  the 
tame.  Thf  body  towards  the  head  has  a 
faint  green  tinge.  The  eyes  are  consplc- 
unii  iy  large  and  black  and  the  antennae 
or  feelers  etid  in  slender  clubs  with  a. little 
outwurd-tumed  hook  at  the  end.  The 
clubs  are  often  but  not  always  orange- 
colored,  and  both  .shape  and  color  as  well 
as  the  delicate  jiuititjing  pf  the  thread-like 
..antennae  are  ^UT easily  seen  .with  good 
little  patienc-^.  for  it  W  tlt/tt 
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eyes  and  _  .   

hard  to  get  quite  close^to_A  .ski^ptt-Oflba= 
flower. 

Like  all  the  butterflies,  the  skipper  has 
a  lung,  flexible. tongue-tube  with  which  to 
probe  the  nectar  cavities  of  the  blossoms 
It  visits.  It  is,  of  cour.se,  adapted  to  flow- 
ers With  deep-seated  nectaries,  but  as  we 
have  seen  the  little  insect  Is  quite  happy 
among,  the  comparatively  shallow  florets 
ol  the  Michaelmas  daisy.  There  the  florets 
open  from  the  outside  inwards,  so  that 
while  the  florets  of  the  outer  rings  are 
open  those  of  the  centre  are  oft^n  still 
tightly  closed.  I  was  amused  the  other 
day  at  a  «H*ppsr  tofkUng  what  ^  evi- 


dently a  new  problem.  A  Uttle  way  from 
the  Michaelmas  daisies  is  a  tall  plant  of 

anchusa  still  bearing  a  number  of  its 
brilliantly  blue  flowers^  Hither  came  a 
i>oUtaiy  skipper  to  begin  operaUons.  Now 
the  anchusa  flower  is,  of  course,  quite  dlf- 
lerent  from  the.  inflorescence  of  the  daisy 
family.  In  the  latter  we  have  compound 
heads  made  up  of  many  small  flowers  or 
florets  closely  packed  together  as  if  for 
the  special  convenience  of  flower -visiting 
insects.  But  the  anc)iusa  has  single  tubu- 
lar flowers  with  a  flattish  expansion  at 
the  summit  called  the  "limb."  At  the 
centre  of  the  limb  and  almost  eloslng  the 
tube  are  five  scales  clothed  with  many 
glandular  hairs,  white  tinged  with  pur- 
plish red.  They  serve  the  purpoiM  in  all 
probability  of  discouraging  certain  small 
insects  and  perhaps  attracting  others, 
may  be  that  the  sjslpper  I  watched  mis 
took,  the  anchusa  flower  for  a  particularly 
-.jbrilliaHt^erm  of  Michaelmas  daisy,  taking

-^ihe,,a»atfal.  group  ^  thtckish  hairs  for 
the  tube  florets  and  the 'broad,  flat  limb 
for  the  ring  of  blue  ray-florets."  At  any 
rate  our  little  friend  111  on.  the  flower's 
centre  and  began  according  to  custom  to 
probe  with  its  long  tongue  the  outer  hairs. 

.11  .was  quite  evidently  puzzled,  but  it  per- 
sisted until 'fihauy  it  came  (to  the  last 
the  Inner  hairs  and  the  tube  itself., 
stayed  long  enough  with  its  head  and 
tongue  Immersed  in  that  blue  ^tdt  to  be 
well  repaid,  I  have  ho.  douhtyTOr  its  first 
futile  experiments. 

The  skippers  arrive/lh  the  garden 
shortly  after  nine-;4md  letve  toward 


lour  these  bright,  warm,  sunny  days,  for 
they  are  creatures  of  sunshine.  Where 
they  go  at  night  I  do  not  know,  but  l  have 
seen  them  come  frisking  over  the  fence 
from  the  direction  of  the  apple  trees  as  II 

.  they  might  have  spent  the  hours  of  dark- 
ness there.  Long  after  they  are  gone  the 
flowers  are  stiU  visited  by  flies,  wasps  and 
bee4.  But  in  the  heat  ot  the  day  these 
are  even  more  plentiful  than  the  .skippers-- 
and  aflcgxl  at  least  a  glimpse  of  the  extra-r 

^^"BnMnary  variety  of  insect  life.  This  Sum- 
mer, so  far  as  our  garden  is  concerned^ 
we  have  an  almost  cofnplete  ab.sence  of 
hive  bees.  Plants  like  the  blue  sea  thistle 
that  in  other  years  are  all^ay_ijSng_Jtt— 
this  sea.son  almost  exclusively  visited  by 
them  have  been  this  year"iiuite  deserted. 
But  on  the  other  hand  wasps,  both  yellow 
and  black,  have  been  extraordinarily 
numerous.  It  takQs  a  more  experienced 
entomologist-than-I-ean  claim  to  be  to 
Identify  all  the  species,  but  at  least  .»goed^ 
deal  of  pleasure  can  be  had  in  watching 
the  busy  creatures  at  work  and  in  admir- 
ing the  various  shapes  and  colors  exhib- 
ited. Among  the  flies  are  quite  large  ones 
that  closely  resemble  bees  or  wasps  in 
color.  Some  of  them  are  banded  with 
yellow  and  black,  while  others  are  clothed 
with  fine  hairs,  sometmies  so  close  as  to 
form  a  velvet  pile.  One  of  them  with 
very  flat  body  i.s  clad  m  poklin  hair.  An 
insect  I  have  seen  several  times  has  its 
abdomen  turned  up  sulBciently  to.  display  , 
a  dense  coating  of  yellow  pollen  com- 
pletely covering  the  underneath  surface. 
Naturajlx  in  their  jjrork  insects  get  plen- 


Ulully  besprmkied  With  the  yellow  dust, 
and  I  wu  amused  to  wateh  a  Ifcige  fly 

cleaning  ofT  Us  forefeet  with  similar  ge.s 
tures  to  those  we  use  in  riddii^  our  hands 
of  dust  or  dtrt.^  The  commonest  colors  are 
black,  brown,  orange,  yellow  and  whUOr- 
but  once  I  came  across,  &  small  insect 
about  a  quarter  of  an  ihch  long  and  all 
of  a  vivid  light  green,  metallic  in  quality. 
It  was  withdrawing  Itself  from  a  flower 
and  was  lightly  powdered  with  pollen  on 
its  gleamhig  dress.  When  you  look  at  all 
this  activity  and  the  various  species, 
genera,  families  and  orders  represented, 
and  thUik  that  aU  this  is  within  a  few 
square  feet  in  one  corner  of  a  tiny  garden, 
you  realize  something  of  Thomson's,  en-

Bees  and  Wisps 

t AlXRln  tiie  day  when  thrSkippers  are 
gon^  and  most  of  the  bees  and  wasps, 
.the  Michaelmas  daisies  are  almost  wholly 
deserted  and  the  field  of  action  changes 
^.  ta  tixe  flat  heads  ol  uutfcy.  Ttus- 

cid-time  herb  is  not  visited,^or  at  least 
very  rarely,  by  the  skippers,  yet  it  was  on 
tansy  1  flrst  notice^  this  little  butterfly 
in  numbers.  Outside^the  Califomiajti  town 
of  Gilroy  and  on  the  way  to  it.s  eighteenth 
century  predecessor.  01d_  Gilroy,  there 
grew  by  the  side  of  the-rowd  a  great  clus- 
ter of  this  plant.  At  this  season  of  the 
year  it  was  !vi8it*a''by  great  numbers  of 
skippers,  and  when  I  lived  there  I  used  to 
v.atch  the  fluttering  above  the  scented 
.  flowers  with,  great  interest  At  present, 
when  the  glory  of  the  tansy  is  slowly 
passing,  its  visitors  during  the-  day  are 
chiefly  small  black  flies  and  wasp.s,  but 
almost  €very»llttle  flower-head  has  one  or 
mnr.  .n^au  Kia,.b.  gnts  whtt  sfifim  to  Tliilm 
priority  rights  in  their  small  field.  They 
do  not  s|^m  to  bother  about  the  little 
flies,  hut  once,  when  a  wasp  attempted  to 
make  a  landmn,  .i  rushed  at  it  to 
such  good  purpose  that  it  immediately 
withdrew.  - 
rrcnCurlous  to  kiiow  What  went  on  at  night 
am6ng  ths  flowers,  I  have  visited  them 
once  or  twice  with  a  flashU|ht.  I  expected 
to  see.  a  number  of  moths,  out  there  were 
not  many  mor^  than  are  to  be  seen  late 
in  the  afternoon.  But  what  I  did  see  was, 
if  not  beautiful,  at  least  Interesting. 
Every  one  of  the  button-shape'd  heads  in 
every  one.  of  the  tansy  corymbs  was  oc- 
cupied by  oner  or  more  earwigs!  It  . was  a 
strange  sight;  the  light  falling  on  the 
yellow  inflorescence  and  reflected  from 
the  gleaming  brown  of  the  Insects  and  the 
lormldable-looking  forceps  of  the  males. 
It  Is  easy  to  under.-.fand  the  deeply  rooted 
antipathy  felt  towards  the.se  active  crea-

Xovlng  dark  corners  as  hiding  places,  it

"The  majority  of  the  raider  machines 
were  interceptor.  .  .  The  most  striking 
features  of  the  exerci.ses  were:  the  efn- 
clency  of  the  pilots  and  navigators  of  our 
lona-dlstyice  bombing  squadrons;  the 
precision  with  which  the  Ob.wvpr  Corps 
and  the  sound-locator  crews  and  search- 
light sections  carried  out  their  work;  and 
the  speed  with  which  fighter  machines 
engaged  raiders  when  the  latter  had  been 
located  |jy  the  searchlights."  \ 

"The  lighter  is  more  than  a  match  for 
the  bomber,"  says  another  authority. 
"This  has  been  made  clear  by  the  'war  irt 
the  air'  which  has  been  furiously  waged 
for  three  days, and  three  nlghu  by  1,300 
li.A.P.  machines." 

What  lessons  were  learned  we  shall,  of 
course,  not  be  told.

THERE  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
compilation  ol  a  National  Register  is 
'about  to  be  undertaken.  Some  months 
ago  the  local  authorities  were  Instructed 
to  apj)oint  enumerators  and  assign  to 
them  their  respective  districts.  Thnrwas 
done,  responsible  men  and  women,  such 
as  members  of  the  local  borough  staff, 
bank  clerks  and  Solicitors'  clerks,  being 
chosen.

SORT  of  Tut-Ank-Amen's  tomb  has 
been  unearthed  near  Woodbrldge, ' 
Suffolk.  If  is  the  burial  ship  of  a  Saxon 
king  who  died  nearly  fourteen  centuries 
ago  and  had  been  interred  with  almmber 
nf  articles  of  gold  and  silver,  constituting

THE  corms  of  cyclamen  which  have 
been  resting  since  the  flowering 
period  have  now  flnhshed  their  rest  and 
will  be.  throwing  out  little  wart-like  no- 
dules or  swellings  which  Indicate  their 
cag^ess  to  come  to  life  ag*hi  and  begin 
■  a  new  cycle  of  usefulness  and  beauty. 

For.  the  gardener  who  finds  seed  raising 
and  the  growing  on  of  seedlings  a  little 

difflcult  or  tedious.  llir.s(>  rorffliS  provide  a 
splendid  method  of  procuring  -  aif  early 
supply  of  large  plants  full  of  blossom.  \ 
.  Xven  if  you  have  a  number  of  seedlings, 
corms  will  Insure  cyclamen  in  flower  at  a 
much  earlier  dale  than  can  be  expected 
from  aeedUngs.  and  because  of  this,  every 
opportunity  should  be  Riven  them'  to  be- 
come a  realty  important  item  in  the  late 
Autumn  greenhouse  dlapliiy.' 
^  If  you  have  no  corms,  there  Is  always  a 
Kupply'  to  be  bought  from  nurserymen  and 
seedsmen. 

When  the  corms  arrive.  It  Is  a  goed 
thing  to  place  them  m  water  for  a  few 
hours,  should  they  look  in  the  sUghtest 
way  dry.  After  that,  altow  them  to  be- 
come neaf^ry,  ttito^^at-^em  tip. 

A  rou^h  fibrous  loam,  about  three  p;irfs 
good  flaky  leaf  mould  or  peatt  moss,  and 
halt  a  part  of  sa|rd,^^akes  ah  admlfiblf^ 
mixture.

Antirrhinums  Sown  in 
Summer  Are  Best 

THE  advantages  to  be  derived  from 
sowing  your  antirrhinums  in  Summer 
•re,  obvlotts. 

Before  the  Winter  they  have  made 
sturdy  plants,  they  again  grow  away  very 
freely  quite  early  in  the  year  und  wfll 
commence  flowerlnR  in  late  Spring,  some- 
times earlier,  at  a  time  when  the  plants 
raised  from  seed  at>^n  in  the  new  year 
Are  stW  'quite  small. 

"  At  this  time  of  the  year  there^is  no  need  , 
to  sow  your  antirrhinum  seed  inHMxes 
under  glass  unless  you  wish.  A  seed  bed 
should  be  prepared  in  a  sunny  and  open 
situation  by  tl>oqoughly  digging  the 
ground  and  breaki^ty;  down  the  soil  as  fine 
as  possible. 

If  the  ground  Is  rea.sonably  good  thrre 
is  no  need  to  enrich  it  with  manure  for 
this  initial  stage.  It  la'an  advantage  to 
.select  a  plot  which  was  Well  manured  foir' 

a  previous  .sowing.  • 

The  surlace  must  be  level  and  raked  to 
a  fine  tilth.  Then  draw  out  some  very 
shallow  drills,  nine  inches  to  a  foot  apart, 
and,  if  conditions  are  dry,  water  the  open

SEEDLINGS  of  wallflowers,  stocks, 
polyanthu.ses,  sweet  William,  Canter- 
bury bells,  and  other  biennials  that 
have  been  already  town,  demand  care  from 
now  on  durinf?  the  growing  months  if  they 
are  to  develop  into  robust  liuwcring  plants 
to  grace  the  garden  next  3rear. 

.Movinc;  the  seedlinRs  from  their  crowded 
seed-bed  rpws  or  boxes  to  happier  quarters 
is  the  first  task  of  urgency. 

Choose  for  the  nursery  bed  a  site  shaded 
fiom  midday  sunshine,  but  avoid  entift 
.shade,  for  mostblennlals  are  natural  sun- . 
lovers. 

If  an  open  situation  must  be  cho.sen, 
provide  temporary  shading  for  the  first 
few  weeks  by  inserting  rows  of  twiggy 

branches,  or  erecting  a  framework  over 
which  tiffany  or  old  curtaining  can  be 
stretched. 

Prepare  the  nuc^ery  bed  sit€  by  deep 
digging  aiid  working  in  a  little  prepared 
-  hop  or  stable  manure.  Half  a  pailful  per 

.square  yard  of  the  latter  is  quite  sufficient, 
while  lour  oimces  per  square  yard  of  hop. 
manure  win  serve. 

Rake  down  the  surface  to  a  fine  tilth, 
and  if  the  soil  is  dry,  watet  it  thoroughly 
the  day  before  prickihg-out.  Also  make  a 
point  of  watering  the  seedllhgTthe' night 
before  they  are  to  be  moved,  to  ensure  a 
httlp  soil  adherinn  to  the  root  fibres. 


Lift  the  seedlings  with  a  trowel.  t|UUng 

up  a  cluster  and  separatiuR  them. 

Remember  that  too  long  an  exposure  to 
the  seedlings' ropts  will  cripple  them.  Bo 

while,  after  lifting,  they  are  waiting  to  be

Bran.  One  of  the  most  useful  of  all  goat 
foods.  Is  apt  to  deteriorate  quickly  with 
keeping,  losing  its  fresh  smell  and  becom? 
ing  mite-ridden.  The  goats  then  refuse  it. 
Therefore  buy  this  only  in  quanUUe*. 
which  can  be  used  up  quickly.  "~ 

The  best  quality  broad  bran  is  not.4oo 
good  lor  Koats.  •  Try  a__goat  with  two 
sample  ordinary  and  broad,  and  you  wlU 
not  be  icU  tH.  gtoubt  as  to  the  goat's  IUms. 

Apart  from  be|ng  itself  correctly  bal- 
anced for  milk  production,  bran  is  very 
slightly 'laxative,  and  so  u.seful  ttiat' way. 

Decorticated  groundnut  (or '  peanut)  , 
cake  is  a  protein-.supplyinw  f6od  which 
may  be  made  use  of  when  its  price  is  more 
favorable  than  others.  Remember,  how- 
ever, that  goata  'find  the  Englisli  kmd 
more  to  their  taste  than  the  foreign 
variety.

Whal-io  Avoid

ing water.   Wbile  -without  doubt  this  is 
most  beneficial— there  is  nothing  like  lin- 
sf  ed  for  produclrig  bloom  and  show  con- 
dition-remember that  sucji  a  ma^h  must 
be  fed  immediately  it  is  cool  and  mu.st  not 
be  kept  to  get  stale— in  that  State  it  may 
develop  prussic  acid. 
«  Diry  middlings  U  too  light  and  dusty  for 
goat^  mrt,  u.srd  as  a  drying-off  agent  for 
soaked  sugar-beet  pulp,  pulped  roots,  etc.. 
it  is  most  useful. 

Wheat,  at  low  pricr-  compared  with  Other 
foods,  may  tempt  you  to  use  It  for  goats. 
But  avoid  It  at  all  costs.  We  have  known 
cases  of  death  following  upon  Its  feeding, 
even  though  it  was  used  in  the  crushed 
and  not  in  the  ground  state. 
'^Oats'^are  a  staple  food,  but  sliould  aU  , 
ways  be  fed  cru.^hed  or  coar.N^ly  grtmnd. 
They  fiTrm  their  rightful  place  in  a  ration 
when  jised  along  with'  rich  IngredlenU. 
They  are  themselves  low  'in  protein  con- 
tent.

Valuable  Farm  Animal 

As  if  all  thi.s  prai.se  was  not  enough  to 
tickle  the  vanity  of  the  most  con- 
tmrr  mttle,  tke  Departdltnt  of  Agriculture 
in  a  recent  animal  survey  states  that  this 
hybrid  offspring  of  an  ass  and  a  horse  is 
iht  most,  valuable  farm  animal  in  the 
United  States  at  the  pre.sent  time.  The 
average  mule  Is  worth  $118,  while  his 
rqulne  cousin,  the  horse,  averages  194;  - 
ihe  cow  $5«;  the  hog  $11;  and  the  chicken 
70  cents.  A  good  work  horse  may  be 
purchased  for  as  little  as  $50.  but  a  good 
mule  will  cost  three  times  that  amodtvt-^ 
and  a  matched  tcaib  of  mu^a  often 
brings  $500. 

The'  hone  population  of  the  United 
Ftate.s  In  1938  waj  10,800,000.  a  drop  of  3 
per  cent  from  the  preceding  year  and  the 
'  amallest  number  ever  reeorded.  The  atub- 
born  mule  .seem.s  In  rling  to  life  more 
successfully  than  the  horse,  for  its  num- 
bers detuned  only  !  per  cent,  to  MtliOOO^ 
Eighty  per  cent  of  American  mulw  jiTf 
found  oi\  southern  f^Hns. 

It  Is  Often  said  that  peorge  Washington . 
Introduced  the  mule  to  ^e  United  States,

•  Bat  Caves  of  the 
Southwest 

Bv   r  MEI.VIN 

IN  the  oldest  undergiuund  abode  of  man 
or  beast  on  this  continent  lives  the 
queere.st  thing  that  files  the  bat.  Some 
16,000,000  years  ago,  geysers  and  mud  volo 
canoes  bored  their  way  through  the  earth, 
Jeavlng  enormous  underground  caverns. 
In  some  of  these  bats  have  lived  for  cen- 
turies: 

In  the  Southwest  there  are  three  well- 
known  caverns  if  this  kind.  One  is  at 
Carlsbad,  New  Mexico,  a  part  of  the  ta- 
hious  caverns  which  visltor.s  .seldom  see, 
another  is  In  the  bad  lands  of  Northwest 
Oklahoma,  known  as  the  Alabaster  Caft, 
and  the  third  Is  In  Southwest  Oklahoma, 
B  few  miles  from  the  city  of  Man^WB. 
As  Ideal  homes  for  the  bats  they  are  all 
alike.  A  description  of  one  fits  all  three. 

Many  and  varied  estimates  have  been 
madv  as  to  the  number  of  bats  that  HP" 
habit  these  caves.  A  United  SUtes  Bio- 
logical Survey  estimated,  the  rwrtnber  of 
Carlsbad  jt  three  millions.  Many  visitors 
"to  teo  other  eaves  assert  that  there  are  as 
many  (f)  eaoh  of  the  other-two-as  atCarU- 
bad. 

The  habit  of  the  bat  Is  to  hibernate  in 

cool  weather  It  brglns  Its  nightly  flight 
from  the  middle  of  May  until  the  f\rst  of 
June,  apd  goes  ift  tor  the  Winter  with  the 
first  cool  weather,  about  October  15. 

On  a  mild  after;\oon  in  early  June  vUl- 
tors  go  out-  to  the  cave  to  witness,  the 
-  flight  of  the  bats.  They  wait  near  by  un. 
til  almost  .siindown.  Presently  someone 
notices  a  single  bat  coming  out  awTenils^ 
Ing  around,  thcti  returning.  It  Is  the

Most  people  rii)  not  think  very  highly  of 
baUs.  In  legend  the  bat.  has  always  been 
a.vsociated  with  witchcraft  and  sorcery.  A 
sort  of  In.stiiictlve  antipathy  in  the  human 
race  has  been  buUt  up  against  one  of  the 
most  useful  creatures  we  hiva. 

The  bat  Is  a  mammal.  It  lays  no  Hi  and 

binld.s  no  ne.st.  The  mother  gives  birth  to 
one,  and  occasionally  two.  The  little  ones 
— haiVto  the  mother"!  wing  membranes  for 
two  or  three  month.s,  until  able  to  fly. 
Occasionally  the  hltle^ones  will  hitch-hikc_- 
for  A.rida  with  mother  in  search  of  food. 

Tho.se  who  have  noticed  the  apparently 
crasy  antics  of  bats  In  the  early  twilight, 
darting,  stddenly  chanting  their  course, 
.HiVe  puzzled  over  this  habit.  It  1*  simple. 
The  ear  of  ,the  bat  Is  the  most  sensitive 
hearing  Strict  In  nature:  It  can  detect  the 
hum  of  a  tiny  In.sect  in  the  air  which  ^lo 
human  ear  could  detect.  The  ear  Is  also 
aided  by  the  highly  sensitive  wing  mem- 
brane.  One  never  flnds  a  bat  in  collision 
with  wires  or  limbs  of  trees,  yet  they 
phimmet  about  tlHtd  with  amaiing  spded. 

Yes,  the  bat  is  one  of  our  queerest  crea- 
ttursf^  j^i^iijnallgned,  but  highly  useful.

Monument  for  i  Moth

ONl^MFNTS  are  usually  erected  for 
people  who  have  accomplished  some- 
thing of  great  Importance  to  their  Ufe- 
tlme.  However,  a  monument  or  memorial 
has  been  built  In  honor  of  a  moth.  It  has 
been  erected  in  Australia  as  a  result  of 
the  moth's  help  In  saving  the  land  from  a 
type  of  cactus.  < 

Yeara  ago  this  planC  was  imported  into 
the  country  and  raised  in  the  homes  much 
the  same  as  we  see  some  of  our  flowers 
grown  in  porch  or, window  boxes  and  even 
in  flower  pots.  It  was  al.so  u.sed  for  a  bor- 
der aroimd  yards  and  soon  it  had  spread 
to  such  an. extent  that  it  was  no  hmgar  a 
welcome  guestl  of  the  hou.srhold. 

It  spread  sO  rapidiy  and  to  isuch  a  tre- 
mendous diBtanco  that  It.hadl  tiKen 'wtor 
the  lands  that  were  commonly  u.sed  for 
grazing  and  farming.  Acre  after  acre  had 
to  be  given  up  to  the  attack  of  tihe  invad- 
ing plant  pest  Nothing  seeme<i  able  to  stop 
the  rapid  growth  of  this  cactus  until 
sclehtlsU  offered  to,  lend  a  most  welcome 
hand.

America  In  a  short  time  the  .section  In- 
vaded by  the  moth  was'showlng  a  decided 
Improvement,  so  far  as  the  cactus  was 
concerned.  It  looked  like  an  impassible 
task  for  the  little 'moth  to  conquer,  for 
the  plants  had  already  covered  hfty  mil- 
lion acres  of  land.  However,  the  moths 
seem  to  be  taking  the  upper  hand  where- 
ever  they  have  spread. 

Between  ten  and  fifteen  million  acres  of 
farm  land  have  been  returned  to  the  people 
so  far  and  the  battle  is  jiot  nearly  over. 
The  people  ot^,  Australia  are  certolnly 
watching  an  Interesting  battle  between 
two  of  nature's  greatest  forces 

They  were  so  delighted  aV  the  re^ultji 
shown  by  the  moths  that  It  was  decided 
that  the  lowly  little  insect  should  have  its 
4ue  recognition.  For  Its  great  aid  a  monu- 
ment w,as  built  to  its  honor  even  before 
its  work  Is  done.  Tills  is  undoubtedy  one 
of  ttie  strangest  memorials  that  was  ever 
erected  In  that  country  or  ahW  other  part 
of  the  civihsed  world.

.  Qreek  peHshed  from  knowledge  for  cen- 
turies, hut  ivirgll's  writings  were  so  loved 
that  they  kept  Latin  alive  to  be  the  uni- 
versal lanfuage  6t  law,  scholarship,  and 

icllglnn  for  nearly  flftrrn  centuries.  Vir- 
gil was,  of  course,  a  pagan,  believing  that
